QUESTION 1—VOTE YES 

The referendum under Question 1 
is in three parts. The whole subject 
matter is for clarity and simplicity 
in presenting referendums to the voter 
in the future, so that the voter may 
understand more perfectly than in the 
past just what he is asked to do with 
his vote. Vote YES to each of three 
questions. 


QUESTION 2—VOTE NO 

This amendment provides for a 
continuance of the present law vest- 
ing the pardoning power in the Gov- 
ernor and Council, but would permit 
the legislature to prescribe the terms 
and conditions under which a Governor 
and council may grant pardons for 
felonies ? 

This looks like an attempt to vest 
in the Legislature certain authority 
to grant clemency which has been on 
executive function for more than 150 
years. There should be no political in- 
terference in the pardon authority, 80 
vote NO on Question 2. 

QUESTION 3—VOTE NO © 

Referendum No. 8 on the ballot for 
the November election deserves the 
serious consideration of every voter. 
The decision on this question deter-. 
mines whether we shall continue bi- 


ennial legislative sessions which were | 


adopted by the people in 1938 by a ma- 
jority of 380,000 and which six years 
of experience has fully justified in 
every respect, or return to annual 
sessions with its political skulldug- 
gery, confusion at the State House 
and waste of the taxpayers money. 
Biennial sessions means good govern- 
ment, sound economy and less political 
chicanery. 

A “YES” vote means a return to the 
almost universally abandoned system 
of annual sessions. A “NO” vote 
means we will continue the biennial 
system with all of its advantages. 
There can be no question of doubt on 
the issue in this case. The friends of 
better government must vote NO on 
this important question. 

QUESTION 4—VOTE YES 

This amendment provides for ab- 
sentee voting and gives authority to 
the Legislature to provide for absen- 
tee'voting not only for voters who are 
absent from the cities and towns 
where they are inhabitants at the time 
of elections but also for those voters 
who by reason of physical disability 
are unable to cast their votes at the 
polls. This is a commendable proposi- 
tion and we should vote YES ‘on this 
question. 

QUESTION 5—VOTE YES 

The voter who is confronted sudden- 
ly with Question No. 5 on the ballot 
November will need a bright alert 
mind if he is going to know what he 
is voting for. The question concerns 
beano, a matter of public gambling 
on which most good citizens have defi- 
nite ideas. 

The difficulty lies in the fact that 
this is a referendum on a law which 
has already been passed. The 
law which originally permitted “the 
game commonly called beano, or sub- 
stantially the same game under an- 
other name” was amended by the 
1943 Legislature to outlaw this form 
of gambling. The people are now asked 
to pass on this amendment. If they 
wish to retain it and thus outlaw bea- 
no, they will vote “YES”. If they wish 
to revoke the amendment and thus 
legalize beano again, they will vote 
No.” 

The “Yes” vote is, of course, the 
right one. “Boston Herald” 
LICENSES—VOTE NO 

The three questions asked with ref- 
erence to the sale of liquor are self 
explanatory. Our citizens are asked 
to express their desire and they will 
vote accordingly. However, Northfield 
will not want any part of the liquor 
traffic and a NO vote should be 
marked after the questions.
